the “lengthening shadow” of the 
state and sees our Canadian society 
endangered by Big Government. This 
is-a legitimate viewpoint held by 
many Canadians but it comes oddly 
from Mr. Drew. His, .Conservative 
Party is pledged by its electiop plat- 
form to a vast expansion of state 
activity, while the Opposition in Par- 
liament is always blaming the na- 
tional Government for not doing 
enough. : 

In a recent speech Mr. Drew 
undertook to prove that the Govern- 
ment’s activities, as gauged by its 
expenditures, have been expanding 
much more rapidly than the nation’s 
ability to pay them, While the fig- 
ures used by Mr. Drew are ingenious 
and no doubt strictly accurate, they 
distort the facts because they are 
figures Carefully selected and lifted 
out-of their context. 

Mr. Drew says that the Govern- 
ment’s expenditures in the five years 
between 1949 and 1954 rose by 110 
per cent. At the same time the na- 
tion’s gross production rose by only 
46 per cent. At first sight this com- 
parison will startle any taxpayer 
But if Mr. Drew forgets, the tax 
payer “will-remember,on—reflection, 
what happened in those five years

1949 Canada’s defence expenditures
